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ABSTRACT. A checklist of 109 species of the 
spider family Linyphiidae collected in the Norsky Na- 
ture Reserve, Amurskaya Area is compiled. One spe- 
cies, Hypselistes australis Saito et Ono, 2001, is re- 
ported as new to the Russian fauna. Faunistic data and 
the distribution pattern of each of the species are docu- 
mented.

Introduction 


The Norsky State Nature Reserve lies in the north- 
eastern part of the Amur-Zeya plain between Nora and 
Selemdzha rivers, Amurskaya Area (= Amur Prov- 
ince), Russia, with the centre of the reserve at about 
52°40' N, 130°20' E (see Map). The spider fauna of the 
reserve has hitherto remained absolutely unknown. Only 
a few linyphiids have been documented from the Zeisky 
Nature Reserve, Amurskaya Area, situated ca 260 km 
NW of the Norsky Nature Reserve, while the linyphiid 
fauna of the Bureinsky Nature Reserve, Khabarovsk 
(=Habarovsk) Povince (ca 330 km E) is known quite 
well [Tanasevitch & Trilikauskas, 2004; Trilikauskas 
& Tanasevitch, 2006]. 

The territory of the reserve is regularly subjected to 
fires. Therefore the vegetation cover represents a mo- 
saic with the following main elements: 

— Light coniferous grassy forests with Larix, Betu- 
la, Rhododendron and Alnus; 


— Dark coniferous grassy-mossy forests with Pi- 
cea, Abies, Populus; 

— Larix sparse woodland with Sphagnum; 

— Wet grassy-Carex and dwarf-bush-grassy hum- 
mocky open terrain; 

— Nemoral grassy forests with Betula daurica. 

The reserve occupies a highly interesting geograph- 
ical position, lying at the border between the East Palae- 
arctic and East Chinese regions. So the knowledge of 
its fauna seems to be important from a zoogeographical 
viewpoint. 

This study is based on the extensive collections made 
by Alexander B. Ryvkin and Elena M. Veselova (Mos- 
cow, Russia) in the Norsky Nature Reserve in 2004 and 
2005. These collections are provided with most detailed 
descriptions of the floristic background, thus being high- 
ly valuable for ecological purposes as well. 

The material is stored in the Zoological Museum of 
the Moscow State University, Moscow.
